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Fonthill  was  in  many  ways  just  an  ordinary  town,  but  it  was  my  town  and  the  background 
for  my  childhood.    The  people  living  there  were  not  as  important  to  me  as  the  places  and 
the  connections  1  came  to  have  with  them. 

Our  village  was  full  of  churches:    Baptist,  United,  Anglican,  Church  of  God,  and  others. 
These  were  large,  beautiful  churches,  and  it  was  surprising  that  the  Catholic  church  was 
one  of  the  last  to  be  built  while  1  was  still  living  there.    When  my  family  first  moved  to 
Fonthill,  the  Catholic  services  were  held  in  the  upper  story  of  the  firehall.    When  St. 
Alexander's  school  was  built,  the  services  were  held  in  a  classroom,  then  in  the  gymnasium. 
In  1966,  the  congregation  had  accumulated  enough  support  to  build  a  small  church.    And 
that  is  exactly  what  was  built;    a  small  hexagonal-shape  church  that  was  much  taller  than 
it  was  wide.    The  church  was  made  of  dark  wood  and  brick,  and  we  enjoyed  peering  out 
into  the  sunlight  at  the  landscape  through  the  many- coloured  glass  panels  in  the  walls. 

In  Fonthill,  getting  your  mail  really  meant  going  down  and  picking  up  your  mail.    Every 
family  had  a  tiny  grey  mailbox  with  a  number  in  the  Fonthill  Post  Office.    A  parcel  involved 
the  discovery  of  a  tattered  card  among  your  letters.    I  recall  proudly  waiting  in  line  among 
the  adults  and  stretching  up  my  arm  to  reach  the  counter  to  give  the  lady  the  card,  stating 
in  a  clear  voice,   "Parcel  for  Mr.   Hugh  Munroe,  please.  "    When  I  was  tall  enough  to  see 
over  that  counter,  the  inside  of  the  post  office  looked  to  be  a  wonderful  and  mysterious 
place  full  of  ink,  stamps,  magazines,  and  parcels. 

1  remember  the  original  library  clearly.    It  was  a  small  white  building  that  was  always 
warm  in  winter,  due  to  the  great  open  grill  just  inside  the  door,  through  which  the  heat 
came  up.     Because  of  the  poor  lighting,  everything  seemed  a  warm  brown,  from  the  ro\« 
of  books  to  the  lijjrarian's  desk,  but  it  was  exactly  perfect  in  my  idea  of  how  a  library 
should  be.    My  favourite  shelf  was  one  of  the  bottom  shelves,  and  I  chose  my  books  from 
that  shelf  alone.    1  suppose  that  1  though  that  those  particular  books  were  the  only  books 
worth  reading,  and  1  didn't  mind  reading  them  over  and  over. 

One  of  my  favourite  places  was  the  cemetery  at  the  end  of  our  street.    Some  people  might 
think  living  near  a  cemetery  would  be  depressing,  but  this  one  was  a  delightful  cemetery 
for  kids,  because  it  was  full  of  curving  roads  and  hills.    We  rode  our  bicycles  around  as 
fast  as  we  could,  or  we'd  run  from  stone  to  stone  trying  to  find  funny  names  or  a  really  old 
stone  with  a  barely  legible  inscription.    The  mausqleum  was  a  mystery  to  us,   a  grey  stone  .  -'" 
building  in  the  middle  of  the  cemetery  with  no  windows  and  a  black  glass  door  that  you 
couldn't  see  through.    But  one  day  in  the  summer,  my  sister  and  1  found  the  door  open. 
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so  we  quickly  sneaked  a  look.    We  were  disappointed  to  find  only  a  wall  full  of  drawers 
with  names  printed  under  the  handles. 

Spring  was  a  glorious  affair.    1  grew  up  thinking  that  every  place  in  the  world  was  covered 
with  apple  and  cherry  blossoms  every  spring.    The  grass  would  revive,  multitudes  of  flowers 
would  appear,  and  you  could  see  what  people  looked  like  without  their  hats,  scarves,  and 
heavy  winter  coats. 

When  1  was  a  child,   I  was  very  proud  of  the  fact  that  our  street  had  once  been  a  cherry 
orchard.    Because  the  soil  in  Fonthill  is  so  rich  and  fertile,  our  garden  was  the  most  beauti- 
ful I  have  yet  to  see.    We  had  roses,  peonies,  daffodils,  tulips,  asters,  delphiniums,  mari- 
golds, petunias,  pansies,  irises,  mock  orange,  bachelor's  buttons,  crocuses,  and  grape 
hyacinths,  along  with  dogwood  and  crabapple  trees.    Those  are  only  the  ones  I  can  remem- 
ber the  names  of! 

Summers  were  hot  and  dry,  with  many  afternoon  spent  under  the  lawn  sprinkler,  or ,  if  ' 
you  were  brave  enough,  battling  for  room  in  the  community  pool.    The  Fonthill  Pool  was 
the  only  public  swimming  pool  for  miles  around,  and  it  was  a  popular  spot.    The  staff  organ- 
ized swimming  lessons  every  summer.    One  session  consisted  of  lessons  every  morning  except 
,    Sunday  for  either  July  or  August- a  whole  month.    I  was  not  an  avid  swimmer,  but  my  parents 
'^>insisted  that  my  sister  and  I  try  to  learn. 

Our  neighbours  were  just  ordinary  people,  ranging  from  young  families  just  starting  out, 
to  middle-aged  couples  with  married  children.  Mrs,  Hamilton  was  perhaps  the  most  inter- 
esting person  on  our  street.  She  was  a  tall  but  motherly  type  who  baked  delicious  cookies 
and  distributed  them  to  whoever  was  around  her  kitchen  that  day.  Every  summer  she  insisted 
...  that  I  pick  a  few  baskets  of  cherries  from  the  trees  in  her  yard  for  my  mother.  She  was  for- 
\  ^i  ^^^^  making  quilts,  and  I  could  sit  for  hours  staring  at  her  latest  masterpiece  on  its  frame  in 
their  garage,  and  listening  to  her  daughter  telling  me  the  story  behind  each  scrap. 

O'Neill's  "9  to  9"  Grocery  was  the  store  "down  the  street  and  around  the  corner"  from  us.

A  nickel  could  buy  an  afternoon's 
worth  of  ju-jubes  or  licorice,   and  I  suspect  that  we  received  more  than  our  money's  worth 
in  those  crisp  paper  bags. 

These  are  my  memories  of  Fonthill,  and  I  am  grateful  for  my  memory  which  keeps  them

Only  three  years  ago  Project  Moosonee  was  an  idea  (initiated  by  Father  Peter  Sutton  OMI,  now  bishop  of  Labrador) 
yet  to  be  tried.    Today  this  summer  program  has  stood  the  test  of  three  years  and  is  preparing  for  its  fourth.    Project 
Moosonee  (35  miles  south  of  Moosonee,  Ontario)  is  a  program  which  operates  a  summer  camp  for  the  Indian  children  of 
the  area.    Staffed  by  young  people  from  Southwestern  Ontario,  it  becomes  a  common  meeting  ground  where  two  of 
Canada's  cultures  can  live  with  one  another  for  a  summer,  to  promote  a  better  understanding  of  our  two  very  different 
ways  of  living. 

The  program  is  totally  voluntary  and  included  many  of  our  C  ,C  .H .  students  -  Hank  Stam,  Mike  Pierce,  Mike  Flynn, 
Jeff  Hermann,  Colleen  Coonan,  Cathy  Prendergast,  Cathy  Cronin.    (Father  Sutton  organized  the  project  assisted  by  Miss 
Paula  Marcotte).    Other  volunteers  outside  the  school  were  from  the  Windsor  and  London  area. 

It  was  made  clear  to  the  volunteers  that  the  aim  of  the  program  was  to  create  a  community  in  which  all  were 
partners  and  so  must  help  in  organizing  the  camp  activities  and  soliciting  funds.    The  camp  is  totally  financed  by  private 
donations  from  businessmen  and  individuals.    It  is  necessary  then  that  many  long  hours  of  preparation  go  into  the  camp 
before  the  actual  arrival  at  Mile  151  1/2. 

Camp  Oskiniko  (Cree  for  youth)  has  literally  been  carved  out  of  the  forest.    Large  areas  of  bush  have  been  cleared 
to  use  for  tenting  and  recreational  areas.    Two  log  cabins,  a  cookhouse,  and  a  teepee  chapel  have  been  built.    And  the 
unique  structures  of  the  camp  are  the  four  retired  bunk  cars  donated  to  the  camp  by  the  O.N.  R.   \s'hich  were  moved  not 
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The  girl  in  the  centre  is  Colleen  Coonan  of  C  .C  .H  , 


without  many  difficulties  and  are  now  used  for  a  variety  of  purposes  -  from  dormitories  to  a  generator  room.  All  have 
taken  part  in  building  and  maintaining  the  camp.  And  as  any  community  or  family  operates  even  the  Indian  children 
help  in  the  daily  chores  of  the  camp. 

However,   camp  must  necessarily  include  fun  activities.    Crafts,  swimming,  hiking,  nature  study,   fishing,  sports 
are  all  part  of  a  regular  day. 

In  the  camp  programme  we  have  tried  to  use  as  much  of  the  natural  environment  to  shape  our  activities  because  this 
is  so  inherent  in  the  Indian  culture.    Because  of  the  many  social  and  cultural  problems  in  Moosonee,  these  Indians  are 
deprived  of  much  opportunity  to  live  close  to  nature.    Hence  the  children  are  keenly  interested  in  nature  study  and  love 
to  fish  and  swim.    Often  the  children  are  talented  in  art  and  so  much  of  the  program  is  geared  towards  painting,  wood- 
working, leatherworking,  and  ceramics.    Since  clay  is  available  near  the  river,  the  children  can  follow  the  process  of 
pottery  making  from  the  digging  to  the  glazing  and  the  firing. 

Camp  Oskiniko  exists  for  the  children.    Boys  and  girls  from  7-15  make  Oskiniko  truly  a  memorable  experience  for 
all  of  us  who  have  been  fortunate  enough  to  be  a  part  of  Team  '73.    Many  good  friendships  developed  over  the  summer 
and  though  now  many  miles  from  Moosonee,  the  hearty  laughter  still  rings  loud  and  clear.    The  spirit  of  Moosonee, 
of  course,  is  still  much  around  the  halls  of  C  .C  .H  .  and  is  keeping  this  project  a  real  active  part  of  C  .C  .H  .
